Ralph McKinnon were informed that 
their son, Chief Petty Officer, Des¬ 
mond Scott McKinon, was “missing 
and believed killed,” on the Canadian 
destroyer Margaree, sunk in the north 
Atlantic when it (glided with another 
vessel last Tuesday 

Petety Officer McKinnon was born 
in Scotland 34 years ago and came to 
Canada and the Vulcan district about 
1923. He lived here a year but dis¬ 
liked farming and when his parents 
joined him, exposed the long feh 
urge to join the navy. Shortly after¬ 
ward he did and has served ever since. 

Shortly before the outbreak of war 
he concluded his last Canadian leave 
and left to join his ship, the Assini- 
boine. He was later transferred to the 
destroyer Fraser, and was one of the 
survivors when she was sunk in July. 
After a short leave in Scotland, he was 
assigned to duty on the Margaree.

Three Squadrons of Flying 
Boats Prcpared'for Invasion; 
Similar to- Royal Navy’s 


R.C.A.F. fly daily over the Pacific 
Coast and its islands, alert for sign of 
suspicious craft. These are the flying 
boats that guard Canada’s western 
coast line, and are one part of the R. 
C.A.F. that is being shaped up to 
smash any attempted attack. 

In case of invasion, these squadrons 
of flying boats, based from Patricia 
Bay on Vancouver Island to Prince 
Rupert on the north coast, would op¬ 
erate in a capacity similar to that of 
the Royal Navy’s fleet air arm over 
the North Sea. They are the eyes of 
the coastal batteries and naval ves¬ 
sels, and they would be ready them¬ 
selves to strike effective blows. 

Workmen are rushing to completion 
buildings at bases on the coast where 
bomber and torpedo-carrying planes 
would be stationed along with fighter 
craft in time of need. Generally fly¬ 
ing boats are best for coastal patrol 
work. 

All flying boat pilots have an exten¬ 
sive training before they take over the 
control. They were trained on the 
coast, and at bases on the prairies and 
in the east. 

Some of the flying boats are housed 
at Jericho Beach station, where Wing 
Commander Hal Wilson, veteran Aero 
qlub member, recently Wes' appointed 
officer commanding. Others are at Pa¬ 
tricia Bay, Ucluelet, coal harbor on 
Vancouver Island, Alliford Bay in the 
northerly Queen Charlotte Islands, 
and near Prince Rupert. 

Air Training Scheme ( 

The west coast has been the scene 
as well for some of the training under 
the British Commonwealth air training 
plan. The men are given elementary 
work at Sea Island, then sent to prai¬ 
rie points for advanced training.

So much is said about the way Can¬ 
ada depends on the United States foi 
defence that it is a satisfaction to fine 
-ome part of the U.S.A. dependent up¬ 
on Canada. The Canadian Institute oi 
International Affairs points to Alaska 
as extremely vulnerable if it were not 
for the Royal Canadian Navy. It says 
that with only a few thousand troops 
to guard 586 million square miles, 
Alaska depends on Canada for swift 
aid against invasion. 

The Governor of Alaska declared 
last summer that 20 parachutists 
could capture the territory. Indispen¬ 
sable for the defence of this strategic 
American area is the Royal Canadian 
Navy, which watches the coast ol 
British Columbia, and the Royal Can¬ 
adian Air Force for which the Domin¬ 
ion is developing air bases on Van¬ 
couver Island, Queen Charlotte Island, 
and at Prince Rupert near the Alaska 
boundary.—Comox Argus.

OCCASIONALLY one hears the contention that ren¬ 
ters do not pay taxes and should be restricted in 
voting privileges. But the best argument to prove that 
a'renter does pay taxes is in the varying-rental scale,"as 
between cities, towns and villages. In any urban or 
town centre which has gone to the expense of providifig 
waterworks system, good sidewalks and streets, and 
other services, the taxes are higher than in a place with 
none of these services. Consequently rentals are high¬ 
er. The rentals are at a figure which takes the tax late 
into account. So the renter indirectly pays, the tax on 
the property in which he lives. 

However, a renter has in a sense, no permanent stake 
in one particular locality. When he leaves a'house, and 
moves away, he quits paying taxes at that special point. 
But the taxes continue, and must he paid by the owner 
whether the house :s tenanted or empty. In this respect 
the property owner carries tile real responsibility in 
sanctioning or opposing any substantial expenditures.

• Since the High River air station is 
announced as one of the Elementary 
Flying Training Schools under the 
British Commonwealth plan, it is in¬ 
teresting to learn the type and scope 
of activities in such a school. 

It is probable that by spring the 
High River air station will be in oper¬ 
ation. -< 

If the work follows the procedure 
of other schools of the same type, a 
forecast ia suggested in the program 
carried on at (he Mount Hope school 
in Ontario. 

Young men between 18 and 31, first 
take to the air in training to become 
skilled pilots. Work has been com¬ 
pressed to take Wid vantage of every 
minute of daylight flying. Men come 
from initial training schools equipped 
with some theoretical knowledge of 
the principles of flight and aircraft 
practice. But it is-at the elementary 
schools that they first climb into the 
planes, and for this purpose there are 
sturdy little planes which are suited 
to inexperienced handlers. In prac¬ 
tical flying, the school trains the young 
airmen to carry out all manner of 
flight manoeuvres, loops, half-rolls 
and slow rolls, and to land with con¬ 
sistent success. 

This is the most critical and import¬ 
ant phase of training, in which the 
student proves his fitness for the work 
of flying. The big and more power¬ 
ful machines to which they graduate, 
are not regarded as formidable, if the 
first good flying habits have been well 
laid.

In view of the surplus of wheat 
which js creating a difficult position 
for farmers, and does not promise to 
improve, research agen'eies are trying 
to discover commercially, valuable us¬ 
es for wheat. Cecil Lamont, director 
of Public Relations for N. W. Line Ele¬ 
vators Association, gave an address 
recently on the industrial utilization 
of farm products. 

He referred to reosnt study which 
he had made of the research laborator¬ 
ies of the U.S. government, and the 
work of Chemurgic conferences in 
Canada and United States. Industrial 
concerns in United States have spent 
millions annually on this type of re¬ 
search. Recently one company put on 
the market a new type of silk stock¬ 
ing made from coal, air and water, 
wearing much longer than ordinary 
silk. 

Figures given at the Chicago Con¬ 
ference in March of this year, showed 
that industry spends 2% of the gross 
income annually on research while on¬ 
ly one-seventh of one per cent, of the 
farm income is spent in finding new 
uses for farm products. And this in¬ 
cludes all U.S, government and uni¬ 
versity research. 

The Chicago meeting showed that 
thousands of new uses had been found 
for soya beans, milk, com, coal, wood. 
But surprising little has been done to 
seek new industrial uses for wheat. 

Dom. Experimental farms and pro¬ 
vincial colleges have done experimen¬ 
tal work in the growing of com and 
soya bean in Canada, and acreage in 
both lines has increased amongst far¬ 
mers. But insofar as Western Canada 
is concerned, production has been for 
feed, rather than industrial use. 

Wheat 

The chief component parts of wheat 
being starch, the greatest industrial 
possibility is in the field of motor fuel. 
At present 2.67 gallons of power alco¬ 
hol can be taken from a bushel of 
wheat. With wheat at 75 cts. a bush¬ 
el, the cost of a gallon of power alco¬ 
hol is 19 cts. Consumer marketing 
costs would have to be added. In Kan 
sas a plant is extracting this alcohol 
from farm products at 16 cents a bush 
el on 70 cent com. 

Fifty countries are using power alco¬ 
hol extracted from farm products and 
coal. An ordinary car motor can be 
driven with a 1591 mixture of power 
alcohol with ordinary gas. A chemist 
in Czcho Slovakia has an engine oper¬ 
ating on powdered grain. 

If known supplies of oil become ex¬ 
hausted, as is predicted, in from 15 tc 
50 years, the world will have to turn 
to new fields for motor fuel supplies. 

The Ford research ia at work learn¬ 
ing if wheat proteins, like soya beans,

> Additional Crops 

Mr. Lamont said he had been on the 
lookout for other farm crops for Can¬ 
ada that might bring in cash income. 
A fine grade of oil is produced from 
sun flower seeds, replacing cotton seed 
and olive oil. Russia and Argentine 
are increasing sunflower growth. Can¬ 
ada imports yearly $17,000,000 of oils, 
such as might be extracted from sun¬ 
flower seeds. Canada might get $10 
an acre from such a crop. 

The Canadian government has spent 
millions to meet the wheat situation. 
Ft is with this in-mind that the line ele¬ 
vator companies nave urged the gov¬ 
ernment to establish a western divis- 
.on of the National Research Council. 
Here in the west, our future is defin¬ 
itely linked with wheat. There is no 
other cash crop to which large areas 
can turn for successful production. 

If research can find uses for aa much 
wheat as has been found for corn and 
beans, a great step will have been 
taken in dealing with the surplus.
